1. AT PRESS CONFERENCE IN CAPE TOWN AUGUST 5, DR. HILGARD 
MULLER, SAG MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, REITERATED SAG'S 
DENIAL OF ALLEGATION BY SWEDISH TELEVISION TEAM THAT SOUTH 
AFRICAN DEFENSE FORCES WERE INVOLVED IN MASSACRE OF AFRICAN 
VILLAGE IN CAPRIVI STRIP. MULLER SAID THERE APPEARED TO BE 
CONFUSION BOTH OVER DATE OF ALLEGED MASSACRE AND NUMBER OF 
PEOPLE INVOLVED. 

2. HE SAID SAG "WOULD LIKE TO GIVE THE PRESS- AND, IN 
PARTICULAR, THE FOREIGN PRESS-THE OPPORTUNITY OF GOING
